[ bwsinese—en breeding Holsteins is still fraught with 

varied and divers obstacles and their product dis- 
criminated against in numerous markets, many of our 
own comrades are likely to say: : 

“Why write about or attempt to sell pure Holstein 
milk under present conditions?” “Why not rest with the 
conclusion that the almighty public has commanded a 
deeper cream-line to appear in the neck of deliveries in 
the future, and mix the breeds a little?” . 

But for those who have been watching with more con- 
fidence in Holstein milk and experience in the sale of it, 
this story will have a significant meaning. — 

Returning home after an extension trip among the 
Northern and Western Counties of Pennsylvania, I dis- 
covered an engagement of long standing on my date book 
with an old friend by the name of Frank Banks. 

Frank is manager of Owlhurst Farms, Medford, N. J., 
where he has lived for the last ten years. He has gotten 
together a splendid herd of cattle for his employer which 
averaged approximately 11,000 pounds of milk on two 
milkings a day last year. They are all purebred Holsteins. 
Frank is one of those men possessing such varied experi- 
ence and good sense of humor that he can sit and talk 
by the hour of the old days—before the big milk combine 
in Philadelphia—when the first producers’ association 
went down to failure—when he managed the cooperative 
importation of milk from New York on the part of dealers 
to. the extent of many cars a day, in order to break the 

farmers’ organization—when milk sold at two (2) cents 
a quart, etc. He has shinnied telephone polls for Bell, 
managed a hotel, a cafe, chauffeured for private families, 
and sung bass in a concert 
quartet. He knows human

fire in the neat little farm house, overlooking the roll- 
ing country of the beautiful Burlington County, I said, 
“Well, Frank, how do you do it?” 

And Frank said, “Holstein, milk will sell if it is clean.” 

“We had been shipping (until last Monday) to Sub- 
urban Dairies, who retail in Audubon, Haddonfield, Oak- 
lyn, Westmont, Collingswood, and other suburbs of Cam- 
den. Every now and then they sent a can of milk back. 
One week, I am told, they sent back over 200 cans to 
their farmers. I was provoked because I know their game 
and I know why they send it back. So we decided to 
retail our own milk. 

“Haddonfield was nearest so we started there. You 


. know what sort. of a place Haddonfield is and what a 


Guernsey center it has become. Milk is sold at many 
prices, 12, 14, 15, 16, 20, 21, 30 and 32 cents per quart. 
This milk is distributed by such as Supplee-Wills-Jones, 
Suburban Dairies, Walker-Gordon, Ephriam Gill with his 
Guernsey and Holstein and Special Guernsey; A. BE. 
Munce, Guernsey .Special, David Uppie, Guernsey and Hol- 
stein mixed and also Guernsey Special, anq others. 
“Many a battle has been fought between these dis- 
tributors, in fact it is forever going on; and ‘cream-line’ 
is practically the only weapon they are using. But what 
other weapon can a dealer use when his milk comes from 
nondescript herds wallowing in filth and tuberculosis? 
“That situation makes it possible for the farmer to 
retail his own milk in competition with the big dealer. 
If he has Guernseys, his logical weapon in fighting the 
If he 
has Holsteins, his logical weapon is cleanliness, digesti- 
bility, child-vitality, etc., which is just exactly as effec- 
tive as cream-line, because 
over half of the milk is 








nature. he likes to work; 
and that why he is now 
making a success breeding 
Holsteins and selling their 
milk in the face of compe- 
tition that probably has no 
equal anywhere in the 
United States. . 

I found Frank at the 
farm and busy as a bee. He 
asked me to stay all night 
and I did. The farm, by 
the way, is owned by Mrs. 
Alfred E. Darnell of Med- 
ford, N. J., who originally 
resided in my home county 
of Salem, until her mar- 
riage to the Philadelphia 
Coal Operator, who took 
her to Medford, where they 
how live.

The 
milk is being sold as Hol- 
stein milk at 15 cents a 
quart, which is three (3) 
cents above the price of 
common pasteurized and 
one (1) cent above Supplee- 
Wills-Jones and Suburban 
Dairies Grade A Milk.

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Methods of Sale 


And here are the exact methods used by Mr. Banks. 
Possibly some-of the more chicken-hearted Holstein 
breeders who are constantly complaining, eating most of 
the Oleo, and doing most of the advertising for other 
breeds, can profit by them if they are living within ten 
or twelve miles of a town or city. 

1. Production. The barns are clean, cows udder 
clipped, and small-top pails, cooler, and cotton-sandwich 
strainers are used. Utensils are disinfected in a B-K 
solution and with these simple precautions clean milk 
has always been produced. It is tested occasionally for 
fat and bacteria. Since starting the route, however, the 
additional safeguard of prompt bottling has brought the 
bacteria count down to lower than 1,000 per c. c. in some 
instances. The Cow Testing Association during the past 
year recorded the herd average at 3.6 per cent fat. The 
bottling is done while they are milking and by this method 
the milk is cooled to 45 or 50 degrees and bottled within 
10 to 20 minutes from the time it is drawn from the cow. 


2. Distribution. That sounds like a problem to most 
dairymen, but Mr. Banks considers it less important than 
production, because you can have production without dis- 
tribution but you cannot have distribution without pro- 
duction, and to go a step further, you can’t expect satis- 
factory distribution unless you have efficient production. 


The first step in distribution for Owlhurst Farms, 
therefore, was efficient production. The second step was 
the ordering of caps bottles, truck, etc. Realizing the 
important part that real honest-to-goodness advertising 
plays in’ marketing ~milk, and especially Holstein milk 
where he would in many cases have to alter public opin- 
ion, he had an artist from a well known Philadelphia firm 
visit the farm and paint a full-sized reproduction of our 
True Type painting on each side of the truck. Although 
the accompanying cut does not show it plainly, the scenic 
background is also reproduced and the cow just as you 
see her in the paintings put out by the Extension Service 
of our Association. 

In this outfit, and well supplied with printed material, 
he rolled into Haddonfield at 7:05 o’clock on the morning 
of March 16, 1925. He left a sample, just as it came 
from the cow, on a front door step here and there about 
town and rang the door bell. Usually the lady of the 
house appeared just in time to catch a glimpse of that 
beautiful Holstein gliding away. She picked up the 
bottle and also a card on which was printed, “Today’s 
Milk—tuberculin tested, etc. and on the bottom was 
written, ‘Try this Sample.’ ” 

A few quarts were put out in this way daily and about 
40 per cent or 4 out of every 10 placed an order when 
solicited the next day, and remember at an advance of 
3 cents over the price of pasteurized and 1 cent over the 
price of Grade A. 

The procedure next day was as follows: Drive up in 
front in the truck. Ring the front door bell. On opening 
the door the prospect saw the truck and the True Type 
Cow. 

Question 1. 
““Htow did you like the sample?” 

Answer. In every single instance the an- 
swer was in the affirmative. However some 
would add, “But I guess we don’t care 
change,” or “But we’ve taken from so and 
so for so long.and have no fault to find,” 
or “But I don’t know as we want to change.” 

Right here is where the salesmanship 
came in and it is the only place that any 
personal salesmanship was required. 

“That’s our truck there. What do you 
think of that?” . 

It-was always admired and frequently they 
would say, “What kind of a cow is that, a 
Jersey or a Holstein?” (Very few mentioned 
Guérnseys—Holsteins and Jerseys seem to 
be better known.) 

Answer. .“No, that’s a Holstein cow. 
That’s the True Type cow, the ideal which 
the farmers are striving to develop in their 
own herds. An animal of just that shape 
combines what is most desired for produc- 
tion and re-production, etc.” 

“Oh, is that so,” many women would say 
in surprise, ‘They never used to have things 
down to such a science.” 

_ There were very few women who did not 
show much interest in the picture of the 
True Type cow. If there were any children 
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“Good Morning,” tipping hat and smiling, theirs.

It is absolutely pure and 
clean, and it will keep.” 

Frequently the prospect would say, “How long wijj it 
keep; what I get now often sours before night?’ = 

“Say, you can set this milk on the step along 
any other and try it. Bacteria of a certain kind is what 
causes it to sour and our cows’ udders are all qi 
and disinfected and the milk is cooled and bottled within 
20 minutes from the time it is drawn from the cow, No 
air gets to it except at the cooler and bottler and in that 
way we keep out the dirt and germs. We want you for a 
customer and we are going to give satisfaction if yoy try 
it, because this is real milk.” 

If there were children in the home, the talk woulg 
then drift along the line of child-vitality, digestibility, ete 
If there were no children, the cleanliness appeal and de. 
termination to give satisfaction, were adhered to. 

It was important not to ask the prospect if she would 
take the milk until you could see she was well sold, be 
cause they would say “No.” If you talked earnestly about . 
cleanliness, healthfulness, and vitality, digestibility, ete 
the prospect often volunteered, “Well, I'll take from you,” 
or “You can start me tomorrow,” or “Well, I could start 
Monday, I suppose, because then is when I pay my other 
— off,” and you didn’t have to say, “Will you take 
it: : 

One of the four physicians who became a customer 
when approached said, “Oh so you’re the man who is 
driving that big Holstein cow around the. streets, are 
you.” 

“Yes sir, and we want to give you a sample of her 
milk for yourself and one to analyze.” 

“Oh, I know what it is all right. (And lifting a bottle 
to look at the bottom) if it’s produced clean I’ll take 
from you right along.” 

And so it is going in the very heart of a Guernsey 
settlement where high fat has been the style for some 
time. Wherever there are women and children, you can 
sell Holstein milk if it is clean. And.Frank Banks is do- 
ing something that many other breeders are not doing, 
simply because they think’they can’t. In his own words, 
“The milk sells itself.’ Frank is also president of the 
County Cow Testing Association, although it is com- 
posed largely of Jersey and Guernsey breeders. He says 


he gets his inspiration from the Holstein World which is 
his Bible, only he reads it oftener than most people do

Extension Problems 


E MAY SAY that there are two dfferent opinions 
W as to the course that may with profit be pursued 

by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
at this time in its extension effort. One view is set forth 
by the expresson—“we must live within our income”. 
This is the view which we understand the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Association adopted at its last meeting in Octo- 
ber and this view undoubtedly has a large following with- 
in the membership. An opposite view may be expressed 
by a statement we have heard recently—“what is the 
reserve fund for if not to help us out when we need help?” 


To compose these two views—to reach a happy middle 
ground is perhaps the most desirable course that can be 
pursued in promoting the Holstein idea. It is evident 
that the present earnings of the Association do not pro- 
vide for very much extension effort aside from the appor- 
tionments to the State Associations. It is also evident 
that the times demand continuation of a reasonably ag- 
gressive extension program. 


Such extension work as is now being done follows 
along generally accepted lines. We are at present en- 
gaged in calf club work, legislative work, publicity and 
advertising—the potential value of all of which endeavors 
is unquestioned. We are spending a large. sum to en- 
courage showings at fairs. While there is some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the present need for so much of 
this. the preponderence of opinion seems to be in favor 
of the continuance of such prizes at fairs and even an 
extension of this effort so that the county and smaller 
expositions may be similarly encouraged. 

At the beginning of the year it looked as though ninety 
thousand dollars would be available for extension work. 
which should be ample. This did not include the $25.000 
and over that has been appropriated for prizes at fairs. 
However, various factors at work throughout the country 
have operated to create a decrease in registrations. We 
spent $50,000 to promulgate the idea of true type, as a 
result of which taken in connection with general con- 
ditions, breeders are not registering all of their calves. 
This will eventually benefit the breed, but it does operate 
to cut down the present income of the association. Every 
state is working tooth and nail upon the eradication of 
tuberculosis—another healthy development for the future 
._ of the business, but it does cut down the number of 
animals available for registration. Sales conditions, while 
improving slowly. have not been of the best, hence the 
number of transfers made has not equalled former years. 
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All of these things operate to reduce revenue ang the 
Association today, three months after the first of the 
year, finds itself, if it is to depend on current income 
with much less than $90,000 prospect for extension work 
during 1925. 

But if it is to improve conditions, if it is to create a 
sympathetic public mind for Holstein cattle and Holstejy 
milk products, it must continue aggressive extension ef: 


* fort, without the slackening or practical abandonment that 


will result if only the amount available from current earp. 
ings is used for this purpose. So the problem that faces 
the Board of Directors and the delegates at Grand Rapids 
is to decide whether to spend money from the resery¢ 
in centering upon those extension efforts that are mogt 
worth while, to eliminate the less effective—cut out the 
ginger bread—and at the same time extend aid to the 
Holstein industry at a time when it needs constructiye 
help, or to mark time until curre1t earnings make pos. 
sible a resumption of active efforts to supplement the 
activities of state and local organizations. 

While an ample reserve fund is desirable it is not nee. 
essary for this association in our opinion to maintain the 
reserve at quite so large .a proportion of the annual ex. 
penses. We may, if need be, reduce it considerably ang 
still be within safe limits. The members who have joineg 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America did not do so 
because because it, was a large and strong financial insti. 
tution. They joined primarily because by becoming mem. 
bers they could get their transfers and registrations for 
less than they could if they were not members. If per- 
chance they considered the financial strength in joining 
it is a ten to one shot that they considered such strength 
because of its potential value to their business in time 
of need. We find quite decided feeling throughout the 
country that this is not a time for us to abandon the 
breeder to his own resources and to cease an aggressive 
extension campaign. 

There are in the opinion of many observers two very 
definite lines of extension work that may profitably be 
pursued. One lies in the direction of improving the seed 
stock by recognizing in some way the combination of 
type and producton, and the other lies in creating in the 
public mind a keener appreciation of the superlative value 
of Holstein milk. 

An effort was made along the line of recognizing type 
with production last year at Richmond. A committee on 
general welfare reported its findings but the practicability 
of the plan of scoring animals for a combination of type 
and records was not fully established and this important 
work was held up. Whether a plan can be worked out at 
Grand Rapids which will promote a closer relationship be- 
tween what the general public accepts as type and the pro- 
duction of the animal, is a matter worthy of the earnest 
consideration of thoughtful breeders. Some money would 
be required for its operation and it may be that no practi- 
cal plan can be found. But if’ we are to eliminate the 
scrub pure bred and if we are to recognize the all-import- 
ant function of the Holstein cow which is expressed in 
her ability to produce, some such plan which will provide 
a super advanced registry from which the seed stock of 
of the breed may be drawn must be provided eventually. 


The much discussed White Nectar proposition was 4 
gesture toward popularizing Holstein milk. The prepond- 
erence of evidence prompts us to say without fear. of con- 
tradiction that Holstein milk is a product of which every 
Holstein breeder should be proud and which his associa 
tion should be willing to defend. Holstein milk needs no 
apology. It can be economically produced. It has the 
essentials of health which are necessary and these facts 
should be clearly set forth to counteract the propaganda 
in favor of high fat milk. This, too, will take money. 

Regardless of the merits or demerits of the White 
Nectar plan, it is a fact that the market for Holstein 
cattle is dependent in the last analysis upon the market 
for the products of the Holstein cow. Hence, breeders 
are affected both directly and indirectly by market com 
ditions for Holstein milk. The problem of overcoming 
adverse conditions in the marketing of the Holstein pro 
duct, therefore, is one that ought to receive consideration 
from our Association. We find it is the belief of many 
men who are familiar with milk marketing problems 
that if an Association like ours is to spend money upon 
such a project it should devote its funds largely to organt- 
zation. The real work must be done by the actual pro 


ducer but it is well within the province of the Holstein- 
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jan Association of Amerca to spend a reasonabie sum 
owing groups of producers how to proceed most

effectively and to make available for their use appropri: 
ate facets as to the merit of the product. 

The Board of Directors is, of course, familiar with 
these problems we have been discussing. It has always 


ed them with a sincere desire to find the solu- 
tion that in their judgment best met the needs of the 
Association. At the same time it has conserved the 
resources of the Association admirably. The problems 
now pressing demand the best thought that can be brought 
to bear upon them. The coming convention at Grand 
Rapids will afford means of bringing together the views 
of the membership from all sections of the country. The 
two-day convention will give opportunity for thorough 
discussion and a determination of policies for the guid- 
ance of the Board. 

The next few years will be a critical period in the 
development of the Holstein industry in this country. It 
will require sound business judgment, keen study of exist- 
ing and approaching problems, instant action when a 
definite conclusion regarding the needs of the industry is 
reached. We believe the membership will want to take 
advantage of the opportunity to advise with the Board 
through the coming meeting at Grand Rapids regarding 
all these matters and that the Board will welcome such 
discussion and consideration. 

As to the reserve fund, the question is not so much of 
maintenance at the present high point as to carry on a 
rational program for the betterment of Holstein condi- 
tions. No one will counsel an entire dissipation of the 
reserve, or its reduction beyond the point of absolute saf- 
ty. But we do believe the membership will express ap- 
proval of the broad principle of using a reasonable amount 
of this reserve that has been built up to meet just such 
a situation as we have today to carry on the battle for 
better marketing conditions for Holstein cattle and Hol- 
stein milk. 

Somehow or other, we have gathered the opinion that 
the membership feels that the extension work should be 
continued and somewhat along the lines expressed in the 
following summary: 


A continuation of present activities including ad- 
vertising and publicity regarding the merits of the 
breed, calf club work, field work through the state and 
local organizations, prizes at fairs, legislation, etc. 

Working out and adopting constructive plans for 
the improvement of the breed through elimination of 
the registered scrub and recognition of combined type 
and production in some form of super Advanced Reg- 
ister. Connected with this would be plans for encour- 
agement of more production records which will bal- 
ance the great tendency today to consider type and 
type alone. This view recognizes that true type was 
promulgated as the type that produces but in the ap- 
plication of true type breeders sometimes consider the 
picture of the cow rather than the reason for her ex- 
istence. ‘ 
And last but not least, some immediate considera- 
tion to the need of standing up and defending Hol- 
stein milk on the part of the- Association that is en- 
gaged both of itself and through its members in “sell- 
ing” the greatest milk producing machine—the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Cow.

Those who have constructive thoughts upon this sub- 
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ject of extension policy are urged to use the colums of 
fhe World from now until the time of the convention in 
expressing them. Those who have ideas for the consider- 
ation of the delegates at Grand Rapids are urged to put 
them in the form of resolutions or amendments and to 
forward them to Secretary F. L. Houghton so tnat they 
may be incorporated in the Call and be given considera- 
tion. The closing date for material to appear in the Call 
is. April 22. Any propositions involving changes in the 
By-Laws must be included in the Call if they.are to be 
acted up-n iegally. While resolutions not involving By- 
Law changes can be considered without advance notice, 
it is desirable to have them appear so that members can 
discuss them and give them proper consideration in ad- 
vance of the convention. If these important needs of the 
industry miss consideration at Grand Rapids, they must 
go over for a year and sometimes a year is a long time 
to wait. 


Don’t Overlook the National Sale 


N OUR enthusiasm over the Brentwood Sale on April 
| 30 and May 1, let us not overlook the matter of support 

for the National Sale at Grand Rapids in June. Let 
us remember that the Michigan Committee is attempt- 
ing to stage a real demonstration sale in June. They are 
confining the entries to what can be sold in a single 
day—and they want only animals of the highest class. 
It seems at present as though it is being rather over- 
shadowed by the great Brentwood event which occupies 
the center of the stage right now. There is no reason, 
however, for antagonism between the two. There is 
plenty of room for both, and the market can readily ab- 
sorb that number of top animals. An outstanding success 
at Brentwood will mean much to the success of the June 
Sale. The success of both means a great deal to the 
whole tone of the Holstein market.

UR COVER illustration is of especial interest this 
O week as it shows in a striking way some of the 

benefits of Calf Club work. On the Junior’ Page of 
our issue of March 28, was presented the story of William 
Campbell of New Jerséy with his record-breaking heifer, 
Hedgemere Korndyke Pietertje 742705, and her bull calf. 
In her first lactation period, Hedgemere Korndyke Pietertje 
returned a net income through prize money, sale of first 
calf and income over feed cost of $492. Now she comes 
along as a three-year-old with an official record of 29.09 
lbs. butter, 572 lbs. milk. Her youthful owner managed 
and fed her throughout her official test and has made 
what is believed to be the highest three-year-old official 
record ever completed by a calf club member on one of his 
own animals and the second highest official record of any 
age. Perhaps William Campbell would have stayed on 
the farm and become a good breeder of purebred Hol- 
steins without the assistance of Calf Club work. With 
the inspiration of the success he has already won, we 
shall be greatly surprised if Wlliam does not stick to 
to the business he has already made such a success in 
and make it his life work. Further than that, the inspira- 
tion and the help he has received from his Calf Club 
experiences must result in making him a better and more 
enthusiastic and progressive breeder than he would likely 
have been otherwise. Keep up the good work; it means 
much to the future of the industry as well as to the 
boys and girls directly concerned. 






































































Classifications for Testing Discussed 


From Jas. A. Reynolds 


: “I have read with a great deal of 
interest, your editorial on ‘Should the 
365-Day Test be Abolished?’ 

“For the last 10 years Daisy Hill 
Farms have been testing cattle on 
rather a large scale. Never during 
that time were we without a super- 
visor for five minutes. In that period 
we made many records, running into 
thousands. These records were 7-day, 


30-day, 8-months-after-calving,  305-

day and 365-day records, hence I feel 
that I am qualified to express my own 
views on this question at least. In 
my opinion all of these records are 
of value, and all have done their part 
in the development of the Holstein 
cow. As to which of these various 
records are the best, is a matter of 
the individual viewpoint. I am frank 
to confess that I personally have had 
rather a kindly feeling toward the 305- 
day class, with the calving require- 


ment, because it signifies without a 
doubt production, with reproduction. 
All of us must agree that for an ani- 
mal to make a wonderful record, and 
then not produce another offspring is 
of little consequence. However, I do 
not think we are ready for legislation 
on the subject. I am of the opinion 
that this question will solve itself at 
the proper time. After all it is the 
buyer who is going to decide this 
question and all other questions of a

We thus find that Aaggie Cornucopia Paul 2d and 
Spring Brook Bess Burke are the only two cows of the 
breed with either five or six daughters averaging over 
1,000 Ibs. butter, the former standing at the head of both 
lists. We might say, however, that the daughters of 
Spring Brook Bess Burke have made six 1,000-lb. records 
that average somewhat higher for butter than the six 
1,000-lb. records made by the daughters of Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Paul 2d, although not being made from quite so 
large an average milk flow. 


It will also be noted that the the first six dams on 
the list of cows with five qr more S. O. daughters, all 
except the leader. Aaggie Cornucopia Paul 2d themselves 
have year records above 1,000 lbs. butter. “Old Aaggie,” 
unfortunately, was never run for a year, but the Elletts 
have always considered her a potentially great long-time 
producer. She has a seven-day record of 28.6 lbs. butter 
from 674.4 lbs. milk and a thirty-day record of 112.8 lbs. 
butter from 2,765 lbs. milk and one of her full sisters is 
a 29-lb. three-year-old. She was a daughter of Nye Cold 
Brook Butter King from a 28-lb. daughter of the famous 
sire and show bull. Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Jr., 
sire of the first 31,000-Ib. cow and other great producers. 

Mention should also be made in this connection of 
the good producing granddaughters and great grand- 
daughters of Aaggie Cornucopia Paul 2d. Her largest rec- 
ord daughter for year’s butter, Aaggie Cornucopia Colan- 
tha, has an 1,100-lb. daughter with two short-time records 
of 30 and 32 lbs.. and this granddaughter of “Old Aaggie” 
has a daughter with over 1,000 lbs. as a 3-year-old. and 
over 36 Ibs. as a five-year-old, completing three genera- 
tions above 1,000 lbs. butter. Several of the other 1,000- 
lb. daughters of the old cow have good record daughters, 
one of them being dam of an 831-lb. junior two-year-old 
with over 21,000 lbs. milk and another dam of a 750-lb. 
junior two-year-old with over 18,000 lbs. milk. “Old Aag- 
gie” has well earned her position among the leaders as 
a founder of an illustrious family. The type of the family 
is shown by the pictures of the cow and her five daughters 
appearing in connection with this sketch.

like character. If the buying public 
shows a preference for offspring from 
dams with a 305-day record, which 
carries with it an assurance that she 
is still breeding, rather than a 3665- 
day, with no absolute assurance that 
she is still breeding, or at least no in- 
formation as to the conditions under 
which the record was made, then I 
am quite sure that our breeders will 
fall in line, and will adopt the 305-day 
class without any legislation compel- 
ling them to do so. 

The coming convention promises to 
be the most representative meeting 
this association has ever. held. The 
delegates come -from 44 states. A 
scrutiny of the personnel of the nom- 
inees shows a very large number who 
have done Advanced Registry work. 
I should like very much ‘therefore to 
see the resolution of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club presented to our 
convention. We would at least get 
the viewpoint of our members from 
all over the country. 

Personally if I were voting on the 
question today, I would vote no.

“I have read over your editorial in 
regard to the 305-day test, and I be- 
lieve that you have it sized up about 
right. As you know, I am a very firm 
advocate of the 305-day test and have 
been since it was first started with 
the calving requirements. 

“I am .convinced that too many of 
our breeders lose sight of the import- 
ance of reproduction in the attempt to 
show large records of production. I 
am urging the men in charge of the 
different state institution herds all 
the time to put more animals on the 
305-day test as I believe that within a 
few years this will be the record that 
is used above all others. I quite 
agree with you, howevér, that we 
should not discontinue the 365-day 
test by legislation and am not so sure 
but that this test will still have a 
place. When difficulty is experienced 
in getting the cow to freshen in time 
to qualify for the 305-day_ record, 
there is no reason why she should 
not be allowed to complete the 365- 
day record if the owner desires to 
continue the test. I believe as you 
do that this is a matter of education 
and that the breeders in time will 
come to appreciate the fact that re- 
production is equally as important as 
production and that records made on 
the present 305-days basis, when the 
cow is required to freshen again with- 
in 14 months mean-a great deal more 
than a large 365-day record without 
a calf produced.”

From Fred Pabst 

“The subject of the 365-day test dis- 
cussed in your editorial of last week 
is very interesting and of vast im- 
portance. 

“T have given the subject matter of 
reducing our classifications consider- 
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able thought, and it appears quite evi- 
dent that we have too many Classes. 
It is very simple to suggest eliminat- 
ing a certain number of them. How- 
ever, that would be quite unjust un- 
til those breeders favoring certain 
classifications, for. instance, the two 
or three time milking classes, had 
been given an opportunity to express 
their views. At the present time it 
does not.pay to run a cow on yearly 
test. Everybody wants a_ thousand 
pound bull but few are willing to pay 
the price. A 300- or 305-day test would 
reduce the expense proportionately. 

“Personally, I favor a 300- or 305- 
day classification with a calving re- 
quirement of probably 14 months, 
with the privilege of having the rec- 
cord recorded officially, not unofficial- 
ly, in case the cow fails to meet the 
requirements. There is no reason why 
a cow that fails to meet the require- 
ments should be continued for the 
year in order to give the breeder the 
opportunity to record that record. 
Why not record the ten-months rec- 
ord in a sub-division by itself for 
cows not having met the require- 
ments. That would simplify matters 
and not destroy the work of the 
breeder whose cow fails to meet th 
requirements. : 

“Sentiment, I think, is working to- 
wards shorter tests. Whether it is 
wise at the present time to eliminate 
the yearly test is indeed a_ serious 
question. Am inclined to think it 
would be good policy. It would not be 
discrediting 365 days but would. be 
meeting the situation as we .find it 
today.” Fred Pabst

“Your editorial in the April 4th is- 
sue of The World entitled ‘Should 365 
Day Tests be Abolished?’ opens up a 
question that deserves very serious 
consideration by breeders of Holstein- 
Friesians. 

“There can be no doubt that in 
Canada there is a pronounced move- 
ment away from the official and the 
365-day tests. The average breeder 
finds the 305-day tests more practi- 
cal, involving as they do considerably 
less expenditure of time and labor. 
This is particularly true of the 305- 
day twice-a-day milking’ division, 
known with us,as sub-division B. 

“This movement has, as you know, 
been accelerated by the establishment 
a couple of years ago of a Record 
of Performance regulation requiring 
that breeders enter in the test all 
their normal milking cows that have 
not already made records. The ob- 
ject is, of course, to obtain good herd 
averages rather than’ extraordinary 
production by one or two cows that 
may be given special attention. Nat- 
urally this regulation also greatly re- 
duces the cost of supervision per cow 
to the Department of Agriculture, as 
a’ dozen cows may be tested as cheap- 
ly as one. 

“Personally, I feel that both official 
and 365-day records still have their 
value. In the case of the latter, it 
frequently happens that a cow will 
fail to get in-calf in time to freshen 
as required under the 305-day rules, 
and it would be a hardship to debar 
such a cow from any official recogni- 
tion. It seems to me that it would be

A copy of the annual report of the 
Houston, Minnesota, Cow Testing As- 
sociation has reached our desk. This 
is an attractively gotten up little 
booklet and is full of interesting in- 
formation.

Canadian Association Starts Advanced 


Registry 


HE officers of the Holstein-Fries- 
43 ian Association have, for some 
months, been endeavoring to 
work out a system of Advanced Reg- 
istration of bulls, in cooperation with 
the Central Dairy Cattle Committee. 
Efforts have failed through the Com- 
mittee objecting to recognize the Rec- 
ord of Merit test as a basis for quali- 
fication of bulls. The Holstein-Fries- 
ian ‘ Association Committee believe 
that the establishment of the Ad- 
vanced Registration of bulls to be 
the most important step the Associ- 
ation has ever undertaken for the 
improvement of the breed. They are 
now prepared to go on with the 
scheme, but advise breeders that it 
will be needless waste of time and 
money to apply for the inspection of 
undersized, narrow chested, shallow 
bodied, sloping rumped bulls, as these 
will under no circumstances be ap- 
proved. So far as it can be arranged, 
the inspectors will endeavor to see all 
the bulls in one district on the same 
trip, so as to save expense. A. E. 
Hulet, of Norwich, has been ap- 
pointed chief inspector. The follow- 
ing are the rules under which bulls 
will be accepted for entry: 

The Secretary shali open a depart- 
ment of the Herd Book for the Ad- 
vanced Registration of bulls. To be 
entitled to Advanced Registration, a 
bull must qualify in one of the classes 
hereinafter provided. 

The department for the Advanced 
Registration of bulls: shall comprise 
three classes, to be called Classes X, 
XX and Extra. To be eligible for 
Advanced Registration, a bull must 
score at least 75 per cent in each of 
the main divisions of the scale of 
points, according to the judgment of 
an official inspector. The official scale 
of points for the breed shall be the 
basis of scoring for conformation. The 
cost of inspection shall be borne by 
the Association and the official in- 
spectors appointed by the Associ- 
ation. 

The minimum _ standard under 
which a bull will be eligible for Reg- 
istration in Class X shall be as fol- 
lows:

The bull must be out of a rec- 
ord dam. 

His sire must be at least a 
qualified sire or out of a rec- 
ord dam. 

After two years his dam and 
daughters (if any) shall be in- 
spected; if dam is not avail-

He must score at least 75 per 
cent in each of the main divi 
sions of the scale of points. 
He must not be under eight 
months of age at the time of 
inspection. 


The minimum standard under 
which a bull will be eligible for regis- 
tration in Class XX shall be as fol- 
lows: 

_ The bull must be a qualified bull 
and must score at least 75 per cent 
for conformation in each of the main 
divisions of the scale of points, or

GRACE KONINGEN 








GRACE KONINGEN 


Grace Koningen died on February 
4th, 1925, as a result of difficulties 
that developed from calving. 


On March 3ist, 1924, Grace Konin- 
gen completed her great record of 32,- 
294.4 Ibs. of milk and 1814.87 lbs. of 
butter. This record set a new mark 
for milk production among cows 10 


years of age. 


Grace was in excellent condition 
when she completed her record and 
continued to milk heavily until she 
was dried off in August, in order to 
give her a rest before her next fresh- 
ening. : 

On November 30th Grace gave birth 
to twin bull calves. One of these 
calves weighed 84 pounds and _ the 
other 85 pounds. 

Both the calves were vigorous and 
strong, and no difficulty was experi- 
enced in their deiivery. 


At first it appeared that Grace was 
to suffer no ill effects whatsover from 
giving birth to the twins. Her milk 
flow increased very rapidly. 


The first difficulty occurred when 
she retained the placental membranes. 
This was not considered serious at 
first, but the seriousness of the case 
became known when the veternarian 
found it impossble to remove the 
membranes completely due to the 
great size of the cow, and distention 
of the uterus. 


A bad infection resulted, which 
caused her to go off feed entirely and 
run*a very high temperature. Treat- 
ments were given daily and for a time 
it seemed that the difficulty would 
be overcome. Grace regained her 
normal appetite and increased very 
rapidly in her milk flow. About the 
middle of December she developed a 
high temperature, which was «scer- 
tained to be due to three large uterine 
absesses. Two of these were drained, 
but the third was located at the tip of 
the uterine horn and could not be 
drained, although it was very larg}, 
consequently this absess was slowly 
resorbed and poisoned her whole sys- 
tem. She. declined gradually and 
when the end came on Februar; 4th 
it was not unexpected. 

Although 12 years seems to be & 
ripe old age for a cow, there are good 
reasons to believe that Grace Konin- 
gen would have been good for several 
years more:of usefulness had not this 
misfortune ended her life. In fact she 
showed very little effect of age except 
that an increasing number of gray 
hairs were making their appearance. 

Considering the splendid condition 
she was in at the time of her 
freshening, and the large milk flow 
attained within a few days after fresh- 
ening, there is little doubt that she 
would have again crossed the 1000- 
pound mark in butter production. 


It is needless to say that the um 
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d of this great cow is a se- 
oes Sow for Montana State College. 
Every one admits that Grace gave the 
College more favorable publicity than 
any other one thing, barring none, 
in fact some Say more than all other 
things combined. 

Grace Koningen 2nd, Grace Konin- 
gea’s only daughter, dropped just 
revious to starting her great record, 
js developing very nicely in individua- 
lity and is very large, weighing 1360 
Ibs. at tue age of 23 months.

CREDIT WHERE CREDIT IS DUE 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

In your issues of March 18 and 
March 25, you referred to Wiscon- 
sin’s Herd Improvement Record plan 
and you gave some credit for its 
origin to the Wisconsin Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. This association 
would be very proud to be the orig- 
inator of a plan that seems to us to 
have so much merit. The facts, how- 
ever, compel us to discaim any credit 
for the origin of the Herd Improve- 
ment Record plan. Unfortunately, 
some carelessness in our correspond- 
ence with you must have led you to 
confuse the Herd Improvement Rec- 
ord work with the Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation work, which we are trying to 
do and which is all. our own effort. 

The Herd Improvement Plan is not 
one of recent growth nor can it be 
attributed to-any particular organiza- 
tion or individual. The necessity of 
some such plan was discussed in the 
State Holstein Association meeting 
in 1924. John D. Jones, Jr., Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, has made it 
one of his points of advice to the 
breeders of purebred dairy cattle in 
this state. Our Cow Testing Associ- 
ation officials, our Record Division 
in the College of Agriculture, and our 
Extension Department in the College 
have met with a demand for some 
such thing from our purebred dairy 
breeders. Our College of Agriculture 
has been casting about for some such 
plan for quite a while. This interest 





aw 


has culminated at this present time. 

With the view of having some work- 
able plan in hand which could be 
offered when the demand was suffi- 
ciently large, the dairy authorities at 
liver a 30 to 40-minute address on 
conferences with breeders, breed or- 
ganizations, and others interested in 
this work, to shape out some plan 
that might be offered to a demand 
without interfering with our present 
dairy organizations. The result is 
the plan which has been submitted to 
you and published in your columns. 
It is a plan founded on the experience 
and judgment of a large number of 
people deeply interested in purebred 
dairy work. 

It has been established as a fixed 
policy of the Wisconsin Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, that its efforts would 
be put behind existing and function- 
ing organizations. While we have 
had no part in the formation of the 
Herd Improvement Record Plan, it 
seems to us to offer such a splendid 
solution of the purebred dairyman’s 
problems, that we have offered to aid 
it as far as we are able. We have 
done some correspondence in the 
furtherance of this plan and we are 
going to do more at the request of 
some of those interested. We are 
getting out a leaflet describing this 
plan and our reason for supporting it, 
even though it be untried. 

We do not think it is the prov- 
ince of our organization or anyone 
connected with it to originate any 
policies in agriculture. Those things 





must come from men trained in this 
work -and with wide experience in jt. 
We are merely trying in our own way 
to aid such men in putting into Op- 
eration such plans as seem to us 
sound and beneficial.

COW TESTING ASS’N 
INCREASES PROFITS 


That cow testing associations are 
vital factors in increasing the profits 
from dairy cows is indicated in a com. 
parison between the first and second 
years of the history of the Day 
County Cow Testing Association. _ 

This association has just closed its 
second year of testing, and E. Wy 
Durgee, the tester, has figured up a 
comparison for the two year’s work. 
The first year the cows produced an 
average of 185 pounds of butterfat, 
the second year 263 pounds or an ay- 
erage increase of 78 pounds of but- 
terfat per cow. 

The records also show that the 
cows of this association made am ay- 
erage of $30 more profit per cow the 
second year although the cows were 
fed more liberally, receiving an aver- 
age of $18 worth of grain the second 
year as against $9 worth of grain the 
first.year. These men are convinced 
that good feeding pays. 

The association is now. in its third 
year of testing with J. F. Schurman 
as tester in charge. Reports indi- 
cate that the third year is starting 
out as well as either of the previous 
years. 





DAIRYING GOOD’ 
FOR WORNOUT SOIL 


That a black cow eats green grass 
and gives white milk, does not seem 
strange to the dairyman; but that 
the average cow returns more than 
half of the food eaten to the soil 
again in the form of manure, might 
surprise him. This fact was dis- 
covered by C. F. Wells, chemist at the 
South Dakota State College experi 
ment station. 

To carry out this experiment, a Jer- 
sey, a Holstein, a Gurnsey, and an 
Ayrshire cOW were placed on 4 
weighed, analyzed ration of soy bean 
hay, corn silage, oats, corn, and oll 
meal for five days. During this 
period, all the manure was collected, 
weighed, and analyzed. The amount 
of nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash 
in both the feed and the manure was 
thus determined. The result of the 
analysis showed that between 58 and 
90 percent of the potash fed, between 
44 and 50 percent of the phosphorus, 
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and betwen 61 and 72 percent of the 
nitrogen, Was recovered. 

“phe percent of nitrogen, phos- 
horus, and potash recovered,” Welis 
v ates, “was influenced by the amount 


5 of milk given; that is, the greater 


the milk flow, the lower the percent 
of plant foods recovered.” 





SEED TESTING IMPORTANT 

The subject of seed testing is a 
timely one right now. So important 
js this matter, especially with regard 
to corn, that the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has sent out 
a notice saying preliminary reports 
obtained on the seed corn situation 
indicate it is serious and that care 
and foresight must be resorted to if 
it is to be met. The backward spring 
of 1924 was followed by unfavorable 
growing weather in the corn states so 
that very little of the seed corn was 
perfectly matured_when gathered and 
practically all of it contained an ex- 
excessive amount of moisture. In- 
structions on germination tests have 
been sent out by the State Colleges of 
Agriculture and may be obtained from 
them or from county agricultural 
agents. New York State Department 
of Farms and Markets calls special at- 
tention to this subject by designating 
the week of March 30 as seed testing 
week in this state. It is pertinent 
to recall the Scriptural injunction 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” 





MAKING DAIRYING MORE 
PROFITABLE 

By making the highest average pro- 
duction of butterfat, as well as the 
cheapest, in the Ottertail (Minnesota) 
Cow Testing Association, Herman 
Bolland’s herd of 18 Holstein cows is 
a typical example of how the cow 
testing association is a big help in 
making dairying more profitable. By 
weighing and testing milk from each 
cow regularly and feeding a combi- 
nation of the right feeds in propor- 
tion to each cow’s production, Mr. 
Bolland’s cows produced an average 
of 10,885 lbs. milk and 384.8 Ibs. but- 
terfat in 1924 on two milkings a day. 
This production of butterfat was 
made at a feed cost of 17.3 cents a 
pound. 

According to Fred Lueders, tester, 
this herd was fed entirely on home 
grown feeds, consisting of alfalfa and 
clover hay for dry roughage and 
corn silage for succulent roughage. 
The grain mixture was made up of 
oats and barley. Corn was fed in 
place of barley for a short time. The 
cows had the run of a clover pasture 
in summer.
